In  the  Spring,  three  Well  Child  Health  Conferences  were 
held,  31  physical  exams  were  given,  and  73  immunizations. 

Fifty-six  individuals  were  given  the  Heaf  test,  for  tuber- 
culosis detection  during  the  year. 

One  child  has  attended  the  Pediatric  Cardiology  Clinic  in 
Lancaster.  Under  the  Sight  Conservation  Program,  one  child 
has  been  receiving  treatment  from  the  Hitchcock  Clinic  in 
Hanover,  at  least  every  two  months. 

With  the  advent  of  Medicare,  all  local  communities  will 
find  themselves  directly  involved.  Local  efforts  should  be 
directed  toward  the  problems  of  organizing  and  implimen- 
ting  personal  health  services.  Is  your  community  ready? 

Medicare  is  the  bringing  together  of  people  needing  and 
providing  service.  A  major  contribution  to  the  health  care 
for  the  aged  lies  in  the  provisions  for  home  care  benefits. 

Communities  need  to  plan  and  develop  new  patterns  of 
services  geared  to  meeting  the  needs  of  the  chronically  ill, 
aged  and  infirm  persons  living  in  their  own  homes.  Care  in 
the  home  often  saves  money  for  the  family  and  the  com- 
munity. 

All  citizens  of  your  community  must  work  in  a  spirit  of 
partnership  in  recognition  of  a  common  purpose — the  assur- 
ance that  health  care  of  high  quality  will  be  part  of  the 
security  to  which  all  Americans  can  look  forward  to  in  the 
latter  years  of  their  lives. 

It  has  indeed  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Citizens  of 
Dalton,  and  I  extend  my  appreciation  to  them  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  past  year.
